Votes are not often hot nowadays, ' 
but they are lured into the party fold by the ingenious efforts of 
the publicity man. 


Publicity is expensive and tends constantly to become more • 


effective and more expensive. So far the necessary funds have 
been raised by.the contributions of a relatively small group, al- 
tho the grosser abuses of large personal corporate contributions 
have been corrected by law and publicity. But this of necessity 
creates expectant beneficiaries, to whom the party must give 
eome sort of reward. 


Dr. Williams thinks that the remedy is to broaden the basis 


of contributions. "Until every one of us is ready to contribute 
to election expenses," he says, "the rich man will keep his pull." 
Of course, he is right. The question which really has to be 
answered is whether the voter will make his small contribution 
spontaneously, or whether the national and local governments 
will essay the difficult and possibly risky experiment of paying 
all legitimate election expenses out of taxation.

/CHARGED with the task of reducing taxation and the high 
Vr 
cost of living, one of the first definite acts of the Republi- 


cans in Congress is to frame a tariff bill which recalls the Payne- 
Aldrich bill' of obnoxious memory which was the principal fac- 
tor in the defeat of the partv under the leadership of President 
Taft. 


For the benefit of the vast manufacturing interests, most 


of whose coffers are filled to overflowing thru profiteering dur- 
ing and after the war, another protective tariff wall is to be 
thrown around the country and the people, staggering under the 
burden of taxes and high prices, are to be loaded with fresh 
taxes and artificially maintained high prices. The prices of 
necessaries of life are to be fixed within the margin of the new 
tariffs in accord with the will of the producers and manufac- 
turers. 


The old system of tariff loot which piles up swollen for- 


tunes for the privileged beneficiaries and strips the consumer 
is to be revived. The special interests that fatten off the people 
by Government favor are in the saddle again. 


High-tariff embargoes for the enriching of favored interests 


and the impoverishment of the plain people are to be put into 
effect, when the greatest need of the country is foreign trade. 
With a plethora of money, we want trade and we seek it by 
barring out the goods of those with whom we want to trade. 
The European people, whose trade we want and need, have 
neither money nor credit. We would not want their money if 
the}* had it, but having neither money nor credit, we refuse to 
exchange goods—the only thing they have with which to trade. 
\V"e insist that they keep out of our markets, and at the same 
time seek to sell in their market. The result will be high prices 
^t home and little trade abroad. 


When the world, above all things, must have trade, the 


artificial barriers to prevent it, in the interest of the favored, are 
going up. We are creating conditions which choke instead of 
open the avenues of trade and thus contribute to the industrial 
and commercial depression of the world and to the burdens of 
the stricken peoples. 
They are condition? that add to the 


obstacles ana ruinous tendencies that now afflict the civilized 
•World. They promote trade conflicts, encourage armaments and 
lead to war. 


In a crisis that calls for high statesmanship we get nothing 


but sordid politic?.
